BLOWING YOUR COOL 


Too many motorists have 
been severely scalded by 
innocently removing the

Hot Weather 
Delays Crops

very good buys in other vegetables 
suited for this summer weather. 

Lettuce is an excellent buy and 
now would be a great time to 
try some of the _ different 
varieties. Several varieties in- 
cluding Eoston, Bibb, Salad 
Bowl, Iceberg, Red Oak Leaf, 
Romaine, Chicory and Escarole 
are grown here in Massachusetts 
which is a guarantee of freshness. 

Lettuce is the basis for a great 
many creative and delicious salads 
and the good cook is bound only 
by her imagination. But, lettuce 
can also be the basis of a simple, 
yet nourishing, tasty andvery easy 
to prepare meal. Just make a bed 
of the pale green leaves on the 
plate, slice some tomatoes, add a 
side dish of cold potato salad, and 
a heaping scoop of one of the popu- 
lar meat salads available at most 
supermarket delicatessen count- 
ers. Tuna, ham, and chicken 
salads are also quick to prepare 
at home. 

Other good values this week are 
cabbage, green beans, beets, 
peas and yellow summer squash,, 


all native grown, and all tasty 


and nutritious additions to any 
meal. 

The following basic recipe can 
be used to make ham, chicken, 
tuna, or shrimp cold salads. Just 
substitute the desired chopped 
meat.

Used-Car Purchaser 


The Consumer Protection 
division of the Attorney General’s 
office has cited an instance which 
calls the public’s attention to a 
law governing the sale of used 
cars. 

Early this year a Fitchburg 
resident purchased a used-car. 
The car appeared to be ordinary, 
and the man paid the asking price. 

Four months later when the car 
brakes were being adjusted, the 
mechanic noticed that the car had 
a ‘‘heavy duty rear end axle,’’ 
a strengthening feature not 
normally used on regular pas- 
senger cars. Tougher axles are 
standard features on police cars 
and taxicabs. 

When the customer returned, 
the mechanic pointed out the axle 
to him. They examined the car 
further and discovered two addi- 
tional clues -- screw holes on the 
dashboard where a radio might 
have been installed and holes in 
the roof where a siren would have 
been attached. 

Evidence indicated that the car 
had once been used as a police 
vehicle. Put the man had not 
been giventhis information when he 
bought the car from the dealer. 

The man was familiar with the 
Massachusetts law that requires 
used-car dealers to reveal tocus- 
tomers that a car offered for 
sale ever has been used as a 
.police car, taxicab, or rental 
vehicle. Reluctant to pay the 
regular price for a car which 
had received rigorous prior use 
as a police vehicle, he asked the 
dealer if he might return the car. 

The dealer claimed that he had 
not himself known that the car 
was a police vehicle, and he re- 
fused to accept the car back. The 
man turned to the Consumer Pro- 
tection Division for help. 

The investigator assigned to the 
complaint contacted the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles. From Registry

This 
seller claimed that he had told 
the dealer about the car’s history 
as a police car, and he agreed 
to testify if called to court for 
questioning. 

When informed that a court case 
was likely, the dealer made the 
decision to take back the car. The 
vehicle was returned, and the 
customer’s money was refunded. 

All used car shoppers should 
remember to ask about a used- 
car’s past. If the car has had 
prior use as a police car, taxi- 
cab, or rental vehicle, the 
dealer must say so and he must 
list this -information on the bill of 
sale. 

Consumers with questions about 
this law or with complaints to 
report may contact the Consumer 
Protection Division of the Attorney 
General’s Office at the State House 
in Boston.

Bus Contracts 


Interestingly enough, school committee members at a 
recent meeting expressed concern over the cost of school 
bus contracts. 

Traditionally, the school bus contracts have been 
renewed to the original contractors at the termination of 
their three-year contract. 

Each renewal finds an increase in the cost. 

The nine renewals granted last week all came in at the 
same price, $8,150, plus 45 cents for extra mileage. 

One committeeman commented, it almost appears to be 
a closed union. 

Indeed it does. 

Andover’s school bus policy indicates that all public 
school transportation must be on an owner-operator basis. 

We do not have any doubts about the efficiency of the 
Andover men who now operate Andover’s many bus routes. 
They are cognizant of safety standards and their buses 
generally are well-kept, their supervisory capacities excellent. 

But the continued increase in costs on an almost 
guaranteed basis indicates the operators have the town ina 
bind from which the municipality can not escape. 

This is not completely the case, however, and school 
committee members have asked for future consideration of 
school bus policies. 

For a time last week, the members felt that rejection of 
the bids and a call for new proposals would indicate the 
board’s displeasure with the new contract prices. 

But time was of the essence, so the contracts were 
awarded. 

The board has asked, however, for information relative 
to a fleet type operation of the school bus contracts. 

Methuen schools operate on a fleet type operation, with 


Site Problems 


The Andover Housing Authority has been seeking a ten- 
acre site in Carmel Woods for an additional site for an elderly 
housing project. 

Needless to say it has met with considerable opposition, 
not only from the Conservation Commission, which holds 
jurisdiction over the property, but from the selectmen, and 
many residents of the town. 

Why this particular site seems to be the one and only one, 
appears to be an unanswered question. 

Housing Authority officials have stated the site has state 
approval, is close to town and is adequate for a senior citizen 
housing complex. 

It is argued that land acquisition would be eliminated, 
thus saving some of the cost. 

But there is the matter of utilities which would be needed 
if such a project were undertaken. 

This would be a costly item, to say the least. 

There are the comments that actually the town does not 
get involved financially in such projects undertaken by the 
Housing Authority. But it is a matter of semantics, since 
state funds are provided, which means simply taking money 
from the right pocket rather than the left. 

No one is opposed to the idea of increased facilities for 
our senior citizens. There is a displayed need for such, with 
an established waiting list for the already existing housing 
units. 

But, it would seem, there are other sites available. 

Nearby the Carmel Woods property, is the former town 
dump site off High street, which could possibly be con- 
sidered. Certainly if the woods property meets the standards 
of state authorities, this property, also Lown-owned, must 
also meet specifications, or at least approach them. 

No doubt, the Carmel Woods setting would be nice for 
such a housing facility. 

But, it seems more advisable to leave the property in its 
natural setting, as is, rather than encroach on some of the 
last vestiges of open, natural land available in the town. 

An alternate site is most assuredly available, and it seems 
best if the housing authority concentrates its efforts in that 
direction,

a single contractor providing transportation for all schools 
and school-connected activities.

stole some of our best breeding 
stock. Had such a thing been 
anticipated, it would have been 
an easy matter to so wire the 
fence that the marauders would 
have paid a higher price.” 

Times have changed, and today 
-- 71 years later -- an older, 
more mellow society has reduced 
the voltage in its judicial wiring. 
Last week at Barnstable District 
Court, a man pleaded guilty to 
breaking and entering, larceny and 
unlawful possession of pheasants. 
He was given concurrent two-year 
suspended sentences for each of 
the first two counts and fined $50 
for the third. 

Two months ago when theft of 
quail and pheasant brood stock 
became a major threat to game 
farm productivity, the Division 
of Law Enforcement stationed 
Natural Resource Officers at 
rearing pens on a round-the-clock 
watch,

Joseph Lafarr of Marston Mills; 
John Roberts, New Bedford; and 
Dana Thomas, Middleboro appre- 
hended the man in the act of 
stealing pheasants from Sandwich 
Game Farm. The case was then 
turned over to investigating of- 
ficers Charles Sylvia, East 
Bridgewater and Gibson Midgeley, 
Plympton.

Census Data 


The Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission has acquired 1970 
Census data for use by its own 
planning staff, and by its member 
cities and towns. 

A pooling agreement with the 
Massachusetts 
Community Affairs and six 
regional planning agencies has 
been developed to obtain census 
data from computer tapes. 

A print out of the first tape -- 
general population and housing 
characteristics -- is now avail- 
able in the Commission office.. 

By using computer tapes, the 
Commission will obtain the data 
long before the published reports 
are made available. In addition, 
the tapes will contain greater sub- 
ject and geographical detail than 
will be available in the printed 
reports. 

Officials should advise the Com- 
mission office of any special 
census data requests, since the 
MVPC will consider the needs 
of its cities and towns in making 
their own processing requests. 

The first three tapes will 
contain data asked of the entire 
population; the last three will 
contain sample data, asked of 5 
to 15 percent of the population. 
Most of the socio-economic data 
contained in the Census is taken
